Spread half of the
batter in a greased pan and cover with date filling then
add remaining batter, Bake at 350 degrees for 45 minutes.

¥ cup brown sugar

1 tbsp, flour

1 thsp. cinnamon

¥ cup melted butter

Y4 cup chopped dates

powdered sugar and warm milk icing. Top with nuts.
